M season is getting off to 
o fashionable start as 
top knitwear houses all across Italy 
preview their newest collections. And 
more than ever before, there’s a veri- 
table "embarrassment of riches" to 
choose from. 



For starters, knit dresses have come 
into their own in everything from sleek 
jersey fabrications to pretty crochets. 

"Dresses are mainstays of the knitwear 
scene, and each season we show 
more and more of them, "says 
Angela Missoni, creative force 
behind the iconic Missoni label, and 
certainly an expert in her field. 

At this address and elsewhere, the 
“numero uno" silhouette of the 
moment is the Empire line scored by 
an inset waistband or pretty ribbon 
sash. And raised waistlines are flatter- 
ing to most figures, for they tend to 
elongate the silhouette by drawing 
the eye downward. 

Dresses that easily skim the figure are 
also top drawers for spring. These 
come in a plethora of engaging 
shapes, from the smart A-line to the 
lean and lanky midi-length dress. 

Next on the must-have list are ultra 
polished sweaters in everything from 
perky shrugs and boleros to elongat- 
ed cardigans and tunics. 

Brief shrugs that either tie under the bust 
or are unfastened and barely cover 
the shoulders are the hottest 
sweaters of the moment. Many of

Take your cues 
from Moschino’s 
brief shrugs 
timmed in deli- 
cate beads and 
bows, or follow the 
example of Blugirl's 
scoop-neck 
sweaters finished 
with a band of 
shimmery crystals. 

Flirty ruffles are 
another feminine 
touch. Try a ruffled 
border around the 
neckline and cuffs 
of an otherwise 
basic pullover. But 
remember to let 
your ruffled sweater 
be the showpiece, 
and keep the rest 
of the silhouette 
sleek and simple.

Other pretty details that Italian 
designers work into their knits are 
scalloped edges, contrast stitching, 
leather borders, fabric intarsias and 
decorative buttons. 

When it comes to choosing what 
yarns and textures to work with, keep 






in mind three overrid- 
ing trends: openwork 
crochets, multi-color 
tweeds and fine- 
gauge jerseys. 

In the first camp, cro- 
cheted knits are riding 
high in everything from 
filmy fishnet to lace-like 
textures. And crochet 
isn't reserved for small 
items, but is used for

Italian design- 
ers use delicately nubbed, 
slubbed and space-dyed 
yarns in fine gauges for their 
smart tweed designs.

Heading the jersey camp are 
shiny mercerized cotton yarns, 
followed by silk, rayon, linen, cash- 
mere and synthetic specialties. 
Many of these smooth twist yarns 
come in 30 to 40 denier counts, 
and they work up beautifully into 
trim sweaters and pants. 

Spandex stretch yarns are still 
popular with many designers who 
use them sparingly in combination 
with other fiber yarns.

Even though seasonal brights run the 
color gamut, there is a certain insis- 
tence right now on greens and 
oranges. 

Newest greens have acid overtones 
ond carry such self-descriptive names 
as avocado, lime and poison green. 
Green looks best for sporty sweaters 
and jackets, and it also teams nicely 
with white — a very trendy combina- 
tion this Spring and Summer. 



Orange is next on the chromatic 
agenda, and designers employ it in 
shades ranging from soft apricot to 
deep pumpkin. Since orange is defi- 
nitely not for the faint-of-heart, you 
can tone it down by combining it with 
neutrals of white, cream or beige. 

For pastel lovers, delicate lilac Is 
another color option suitoble for 
pretty pullovers and cardigans.

In fact, 
for thirteen years she worked 
as a magician’s assistant, keeping 
audiences across the country spell- 
bound with hersleighfs-of-hand and 
illusionists’ tricks. 



then her husband. Mark, recognizing 
the potential for turning pleasure into 
pleasurable profit, began urging her 
to apply her wizardry on a larger scale. 
In 2004, the couple officially launched 
their new wholesale business — 
Kollage 'r'arns. 





But the real magic started much ear- 
lier than that. At the age of six. she 
learned to take a ball of yarn and, 
with the touch of her wand-fike knitting 
needles, transform it into a beautiful 
pair of slippers. By the time she start- 
ed her second pair, she was already 
performing her own special brand of 
alchemy, transfiguring single strands 
of yarn into more complex — and 
much more enchanting — blends. 

If was a process that would become 
a lifelong passion. A solitary strand of 
fiber was never enough. Each plain 
filament seemed to her to cry out for 
the complexity and contrasts she could 
provide by winding in other colors 
and textures: a jewel-toned glimmer 
here, a glint of metal there, a soft 
touch of fluff, a sensuous slide of ribbon. 

For years, she indulged herself, her 
friends and her knitting students with 
her bewitching fiber concoctions. But 



Nowadays, Susan is performing her 
magic full-tilt, along with a staff of 
some dozen highly valued assistants, 
many of them family members. In 
fact, she jokes that her family has 
taken to fleeing at her approach, 
knowing that she will put them to 
work. But in reality, everyone pitches 
in good-naturedly. Mark does the 
marketing and ordering, handles 
overseas shipping, tracks inventory, 
fakes the photographs for the web site 
and mans the phones. Susan’s mother, 
Jenny, keeps the books and creates 
the company’s distinctive hand- 
crocheted color cards. Her sister 
Tracy helps select yarn colors, partic- 
ularly the pastels that are her special 
forte. Her other sister Terrie makes clay 
buttons for Susan’s knitted garments. 
Her niece. Courtney, models patterns 
when she is home from college. Her 
nephews, Jonathan and Miller, 
inventory producl dei^ries. And her 
father-in-law, Mario, txsndctafts 
collectible square rose»«^ knitting

Susan feels very deeply

been at all possible. She refuses to 
advertise for spinners, preferring to 
draw her workers from the local knit- 
ting and crocheting community. And 
she frequently spins with them, partly 
as a way of staying in close touch with 
the company’s production process, 
but partly, too, to indulge her own 
love of the craft and her pleasure in 
the companionship of this tightly knit 
community of women. Her philosophy 
of doing business Is to treat everyone 
as she would want to be treated, so 
she works hard to maintain a casual 
approach to work, keeping her 
employees’ schedules flexible so that 
their jobs accommodate and 
enhance the other components of

Consequently, they display 
an unusual degree of loyalty and 
responsibility. Just as important, they 
are highly productive. 



And it's a good thing, because busi- 
ness is thriving. The demand has more 
than exceeded any expectations that 
Susan and Mark originally had. Still, 
they refer to Kollage as a home busi- 
ness— and they mean it literally. The 
entire 2.500-square foot downstairs of 
their home has been turned over to 
the making of their ten (soon to be 
twelve) lines of yarn, and the business 
frequently spills over into other parts 
of the house as well. Even the bed- 
room, which has been declared offi- 
cially off-limits to the potential stum- 
bling blocks represented by large 
cones of yarn, is the scene of much 
of Susan’s pattern designing. 



"In the next six months or so," she 
says regretfully, "we're going to have 
to move to a larger space. But I'll miss 
being able to go downstairs at 3:00 
AM to play with the fibers. Worse yet. 
I'll have to get dressed every day!" 
She laughs as she says this, but she 
means it as well. Because, as it is now, 
there are days when Susan never 
makes it out of her pajamas. She starts 
doing something on the computer 
early in the morning, and before she 
knows it, her spinners are arriving, and 
then somehow it simply doesn't seem 



to matter anymore. And then there 
are those days when there simply isn't 
time to change. Her staff calls those 
"pajama days," and they know to 
stay out of her woy and let Susan 
power her way through the busy hours. 



Susan's appetite for conjuring up 
brand new yarns, and for variety in 
general, is insatiable. Not surprisingly, 
the biggest challenge for her has 
been resisting the temptation to vary 
each yarn each and every time she 
makes it. She is grateful to Mark for his 
more temperate business sense, which 
often works as a counterbalance to 
her runaway desires. Thanks to him, 
the various lines of yarn have been 
effectively standardized, so that they 
are consistent in their distinctive 
combinations of color and fiber 
content.. .well, all but one of them, 
anyway. Susan gets to satisfy her 
hunger for infinite diversity with a line 
of custom-designed-to-order yarns 
that constantly metamorphose to suit 
the needs, tastes and agendas of 
individual custamers. Its name is 
"Symphony," and its offerings com- 
prehend everything from velvety ladder 
yarns and satiny ribbons to whimsical 
sprays of eyelash — up to twelve dif- 
ferent fibers and colors per blend! 



And what colors! Susan's own humor 
and exuberance, and her unique

has a shimmering rainbow of strong, 
saturated shades tossed with studied 
randomness and, somehow, with 
absolute harmony, into a bed of a 
lovely dark and dusky violet.

Art Glass 
Knitting 
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ven though knitting is the gen- 
eral content of this magazine. 

J 9 the subject of crochet has a 

piace in our knitting worid. It sometimes 
rears its delicate little head to the 
delight and appreciation of some and 
to the dismay and generol anger of 
others who don’t want to see any- 
thing else but knitting in this Knit 'N 
Style magazine. However, there is a 
definite reason for knitters to never 
accept the state of ignorance about 
the brief and easy operation of a 
crochet hook when it comes to knit- 
ting. If you are new to knits and purls 
and just embarking on making your 
first sweater, learning how to use a 
crochet hook to improve edges 
won't be any more difficult than 
learning the knit stitch...no, really. 



There are many advantages to a 
crochet edge on knitwear. We 
shouldn't leave any edge unfinished, 
even scarf edges. The most basic of 
scarves could be improved by a 
smoothing, single crochet finish. One 
of my favorite uses of a crochet edge is 
the covering up of the remaining 
woven in tails or loops left by striping 
or hiding the tails of running out of 
one ball and adding another. Not 
only will a row of crochet neatly finish 
an exposed edge, but It helps hide 
imperfections. So. ..you gotta learn it 
- that's all there Is to it. 



Just like you probably wouldn’t wear 
an evening gown with tennis shoes to 
that all important ten year, black tie. 
high school reunion, there is something 
about a beautiful sparkly, metallic, or 
shiny evening sweater that looks 
wrong with ribbing as a finish. A ribbed 
finish looks just a little too sporty. 

When ribbing is wrong, crochet might 
be a prettier, more elegant or deli 
cate option when choosing how to 
finish o neck or armhole edge.

When finishing a blanket, a change 
of texture is an aesthetically welcomed 
relief as there are woys to quickly 
weigh a curled edge, correcting it to 
a right angle. Adjusting as you cro- 
chet. the edge can be added with 
out a commitment to a particular 
amount of stitches picked up to knit. 

Just when your buttonhole anxiety 
rises to the point of excessive scarf/ 
shawl/pullover production behavior 
(a new knitting anxiety disorder), to 
single crochet the bonds and place a 
space for a buttonhole is a great thing 
to add to your list of talents. So allow 
me to expose some easy basics of what 
every knitter should krxDw about crochet. 
I'm not saying that you have to know 
how to crochet a sweater, although 
that would be a nice diversion in your 
future, but this minimal crochet stuff 
might come in handy one day. 

Oh...just one more thing; Here's 
another reason to be able to operate 
a crochet hook. Do you ever drop a 
stitch by accident, after a vigorous 
sneeze, wrangling your knitting out of 
the hands of your curious three-year- 
old, or just accidentally pulling your 
knitting out of your tote bag. ..the 
wrong way.. .knocking stitches off the 
needle? A crochet hook is what you 
must have waiting on call to retrieve 
a dropped stitch so you can regain 
your composure, resume normal 
breathing, and enjoy your knitting 
again. In a previous issue. I illustrated 
how a crochet hook should always 
be by your side for that occasional 
mishap. Have a general size for what- 
ever yarn thickness you might be 
using. In our stash of tools, along with 
your tape measure and a large eye 
needle, you should have an appropri- 
ate hook that will successfully hold 
the thickness of your yarn.

Crochet hooks come in sizes just like 
knitting needles. For repairs, you don't 
really have to go nuts about the 
thickness of the long part of the cro- 
chet hook, just the groove of it. The 
groove of the crochet hook is called 
the throat. The throat of the hook 
should be big enough for the yarn 
that you are working to be caught by 
it. The fop of the hook should not be 
so big that you have difficulty insert- 
ing it through your knit edge.

The single crochet is the most basic 
of stitches. Here’s how to do it. Grab 
one of your first scan/es. Place a slip 
knot on your hook to start this prac- 
tice. Take yarn and hold it over your 
left index finger. Hold the knit fabric 
along the edge with your thumb and 
index finger and let your yarn go over 
your finger. Hold the crochet hook 
with your right hand. Insert the hook 
from the front to the back of a knit 
edge, catch the yarn that is laying 
over the finger (a crochet yarn over) 
and bring it through the edge mak- 
ing a loose loop (for now). Now you 
will hove two loops or stitches on the 
stem of the hook. Yarn over ogain 
and hang on to this yorn in the hook 
just a bit tight as you bring the yarn 
over through the looser two loops. 
Hey. ..that was your first sc or single 

crochet and you didn’t diet Ok... 

now skip the next row or space (as 
shown) and insert the hook into the next 
space, pull yarn through the edge 
(loose), yarn over and pull through the 
two loops on the hook. Turn the hook 





slightly downward as it brings the yarn 
through the pointed part of the hole of 
the stitches. Keep doing that along 
your edge and guess what... you're 
aochetingl. Oh...and if you make a mis- 
take, remove the hook and pull. The 
great thing about crochet is that if 
you are not happy with what you just 
did, it pulls out and you can try again!

The crochet edge 

When edging anything knit, your goal 
is to insert the hook consistently along 
the edge being finished. Not only will 
it look neater, but you will not be 
making too much or too little edge. 
One should avoid a fluted, wavy 
edge, showing excessive insertions or 
stitches. One should also avoid on 
edge that bows, showing too tight or

few insertions of the 
hook. This can be suc- 
cessfully done by 
inserting the hook 
every other row when 
crocheting up sides, 
and every stitch 
when crocheting the 
top of knitting. 

After practicing this a 
few times, work on 
adjusting your tension. 

Become aware of the 
action of pulling the 
yarn through the final 
two loops. It is here 
that you develop a 
natural feel for the 
size of the loop you 
are pulling through 
those two stitches. 

Just for practice, try 
using more yarn to 
pull through...making 
a larger final loop. Try 
to hold it tighter, pro- 
ducing a smaller 
loop. Which one 
makes a prettier edge? Which ten 
Sion causes the picking up of every 
other row to lay flatter? This is all with- 
in your control. 

As you are creating the edge, frequently 
look at the edge so far and pull on it 
widthwise. It should not wave, and it 
should not bow. A slightly tighter edge 
can be pulled down to just the right 
angle and steam blocked into place. 
Too loose cannot be made to be small- 
er. If this is happening, try a smaller 
hook or tighten the size of the loop 
you are bringing through the two loops. 

Now that you can single crochet, you 
con do this all around your scarves, 
your afghans, or any exposed knit 
edge. 

Make the pieces of an entire sweater 
and, using a large eye needle, sew 
the sweater together: the shoulders, 
the sleeves and the side seams. 
Instead of picking up and ribbing the 
neck and/or front parts of your cardi- 
gan, crochet the edge. Start the 



edge somewhere at the bottom 
back, never at the beginning of a 
row or corner. Begin to go along the 
bottom edge, up the front, around 
the neck, down the front, and along 
the bottom edge. If your stitches are 
being held, you can insert the crochet 
hook into each held stitch and single 
crochet through each one of them. 

If you are concerned that your neck is 
too large or will stretch, insert your 
crochet hook through two held stitches 
at one time, treating it as one. Try this 
three times on the left, center, and 
right areas of the back neck stitches. 

Remember on your first row of single 
crochet to skip every other row and 
go into each stitch when you are on 
the top and bottom of your piece. 
However, on the second row, just insert 
your hook under the previous crochet. 
Continue around and around until you 
have an edge lhat looks deep enough.

Buttonholes 

If your edge along the front is about 5 
rows of single crochet, the third and 
center row should be reserved for 
buttonholes. Place pins where you 
wont your buttonholes to be along 
the band. Plan spacing that is about 
2>/2 in. apart so the buttons hold the 
edge straight, not scalloped. 
Remember that men's buttonholes 
are on the left and women's are on 
the right. Make a buttonhole like this: 

If you have a button that is I in. in 
diameter, i/i in. from center of where 
the button will be and your pin mark- 
ing the placement, begin to make a 
few chain stitches. Lay the chain 
along the edge and find where it 
makes the right size hole. You might 
have to unravel the chain to shrink the 
hole, or add more to make it larger. Hold 
the chain along the edge and judge 
where you should resume the single 
crochet. Continue the single crochet 
by skipping a space, making a hole 
that is the size that is small enough to 
allow your button to pass through it, 
and then continue to the next space. 
Continue the single crochet around 
again, just crochet over the spaces 
through the buttonhole until the 
depth of the band is reached. If 
something is not right, simply rip it out.

If you can do a single crochet, then 
you can do a backwards (or reverse) 
single crochet. On the right side, sin- 
gle crochet from right to left, but do 
not turn. Chain 1 to rise up to the next 
row level and begin to single crochet 
from left to right like this; 

Hold your yarn as you did before, but 
insert your hook under the next stitch 
to the right. Reach back and hook the 
yarn over your finger and bring it 
through the edge. Yarn over again and 
bring it through the 2 loops. Repeat 
this and notice a nice almost piped 
looking diagonal edge. It is this edge 
that I believe you'll really like along 
that dressy tank top or along a not- 
so-casual sweater.

For a more decorative look, gather 
many strands of thin yarns. Let's say 
you are making a white sweater.

It really 
makes a nice, subtle, detailed finish. 





For a heavier finish, try the puff stitch.
